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A Travel Wardrobe is a Problem in Elimination— 


Essentials Only May Be Included. 


HE wise old poet who insisted 

that “travelers must be con- 

tent” did not have clothes in 

mind. But were he living 
today, he would know that clothes 
play a major part in the problem 
ef the woman who would travel 
sontentedly, whether it be briefly, 
for a week-end, or around the 
world, And the fact that there are 
80 many approved modes and so 
much that is interesting, from 
which to chooses, only complicates 
that problem. 

It is Imperative, of course, that 
every occasion be adequately met 
with the correct apparel. Even 
the brief trip over the week-end 
may call for several types of cos- 
tumes, and they must be of the 
sort that travel well, so far as 
appearance is concerned, and at 
the same time are space-conserv- 
ing. The latter requirement ts by 
no means hard to fill, for brevity 
le the soul of fashion, as it is of 
wit, and materials are far from 
bulky. 

How to be smart for every oc- 
casion of the week-end journey, 
with only the minimum of luggage, 
how to be garbed approprisiely and 
amartly on the motor trip, and how 
to journey across the continent or 
across the ocean, herve are the im- 
mediate fashion problems that con- 
front us. For summer ia coming 
and highways, trains and ocean 
Nners are crowded with the eager 
folk who crave the thrill of the 
open road or the sea, and of sights 
new to them, 


The End Determines The Means 

The house-party, the jaunt across 
country in a motor, the trip abroad, 
each presenta its problem, each 
makes its demands upon a most 
prodigal fashion. The wardrobe 
for gypsying in a car will be wholly 
different from the requirements re- 
@wulting from a few days of gayety 
or the sojourn in other lands that 
follows an ocean voyage. Funda- 
mentals of line and fabric and color 
may not vary so greatly, but the 
choice 1g bound to differ. 

The wise traveler knows that 
quality, rather than quantity, is an 
excellent rule to follow in deter- 
mining how much and what to take 
on the journey. Fashion makes It 
Possible for us to achieve variety 
and at the same time keep the 
actual number of garments in our 
luggage ridiculously low, and it ls 
by a correct understanding of 
fabrics, color and the prevailing 
mode of the ensemble that this 
end is arrived at. 

The two latter tdeas work out 
together, for it is by the subtle use 
of the shades of a certain color— 
er two, perhaps—that the inter- 
change of parts In two ensembles 
becomes a possibility. And the 
imperative accessories will do for 
both costumes that are chosen with 
that idea in mind. Vartety is, of 
course, desirable, the aim of the 
traveler will be the securing of this 
characteristic with as few garments 
as possible 


First In Importance-—-The Coat 
The practical coat, that may be 


specifically mentioned for travel 
Purposes, finds a hundred ways to 
be different and so achieve indi- 
viduality. Fabrics, fashions, furs 
and details contribute to their 
variety, the latter including collars, 
pockets, linings and belts. The 
fabrics are, many of them, foreign 
born, which means that In some 
instances they wil!l return to the 
land of their birth, for the sum- 
mer! 

There are tweeds in the neutral 
shades and some clever kashmir 
tweeds that have been woven to 
simulate snakeskin, there are suede 
fabrics and there are homespuns 
and novelty wools. A bold, gay 
plaid may be the choice, or the 
pattern may suggest a solid color 
at a distance, and there are cloths 
of a more sedate appearance-—the 
coat of such a fabric the choice of 
the week-ender who must inake It 
serve for both travel and general 
use, 

A coat of the latter type wears 
a collar and sleeve trimming of 
moire silk—the former a bow af- 
fair. The coat that is, frankly, of 
the utility sort, may be either belt- 
ed or straight, wear pockets that 
are decorative or the less notice- 
able slash type—there must be 
pockets, and will take kindly to 
fur, if only for the collar. The 
flat furs are the choice, and there 
are many collars in new and orig- 
inal shapes from which to make a 
choice. 

The Suit Presents Possibilities 

The woman who wears tailleur 
well, will be sure to include such 
@ suit in her travel wardrobe. It 
will meet many needs that must, 
otherwise, be met by a combina- 
tion of dress and coat. It can be 
of tweed, a mannish suiting or of 
twill, and there are many models 
from which to choose. The type 
that simulates a man’s dinner coat 
is smart with its satin revers and 
its loop-button fastening. There 
will be a fox fur to complete it, of 
course. 

It {s when we come to suits that 
we are really grateful for the 
prodigality with which fashion has 
provided for us. For if the cos- 
tume sult that makes possible the 
interchange of parts that yields 
variety, although, in a general way, 
any costume that is made up of 
pieces—as the two-piece or the 
jacket frock—will contribute to 
this idea. Even one costume type, 
analyzed, will prove how great the 
Possibilities are. 

A skirt of one fabric, on a bodice 
top, with a jacket—either with 
sleeves or without—and a coat 
that reaches nearly to the hem of 
the skirt may be the background 
for any number of blouses or 
Jumpers, the one that is planned 
for the costume originally merely 
a beginning. The latter may be a 
print of some sort and the coat 
may be lined with it—the jacket 
will be unlined—and color hints 
for other blouse may be taken 
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from the pattern colors. 


The Skirt Of Plain Color 

Consider, for the moment, the 
woman who is to week-end where 
sports are the main diversion. She 
will appear on the links or the 
court several times, let us say, and 
she will desire variety in her sports 
attire. Next consider the possibili- 
ties of the skirt in plain color— 
white or a pastel—that may be 
worn with any number of different 
blouses, thus presenting wholly dif- 
ferent effects. Accessories may be 
cleverly chosen to harmonize with 
every blouse in the outfit. 

There may be a sleeveless coat 
that matches the akirt, or, if the 
player prefers a sleeveless jumper, 
the jacket may have sleeves. White 
would be the preferred choice for 
such a skirt and jacket, but the 
fact that it is easily soiled is an 
argument against it. Beige would 
ba the second choice—is ultra- 
smart, and is an excellent back- 
ground for practically the entire 
pastel range. 


Wraps Differ In Type 


With the exception of the travel 
coat, which keeps to the one 
slender, all enveloping type, there 
is little limit to the versatility of 
what we may, in general, desig- 
nate as wraps. There are all-silk 
coats—some strictly tailored with 
velvet collars; there are capes, 
even with sports suits, and there 
are jackets with or without sleeves, 
the former long or three-quarters 
length as the wearer prefers. It is 
a most satisfactory situation. 

A sports ensemble, designed for 
the woman who does not play, car- 
ried out in compose effect, has a 
double cape that reaches to the 
hem of the skirt, its trimming a 
compose band that matches the 
trimming on the jumper, but would 
Bo equally well with a jumper in 
any one of the colors in the band. 
The skirt and cape fabric show a 
neutral beige. One is inclined to 
be reminiscent and suggest the fact 
that such an outfit is the modern 
interpretation of the shirtwaist 
dress. 

The jacket dress is an interesting 
novelty that is new this season— 
it is best for the traveler when the 
dress of the outfit is two-piece, for 
the skirt on a bodice top is, un- 
doubtedly, a gift of great price to 
the general mode, for it is replete 
with possibilities. When skirt and 
jacket are in a dark color, which 
one may well choose for travel, 
there may be printed and plain 
jumpers, or a blouse that is elab- 
orated with appliques or embroid- 
eries, Three-quarters length sleeves 
lend a dressy effect.
